Nationwide, Americans lined up in large 
numbers on the fourth of November, but 
they were not waiting in line to buy the 
newest video game system. They were 
waiting to cast their votes in one of the 
most historic presidential elections in the 
nation’s history. In the election of 2008, 
the United States elected its first African- 
American to the White House, President 
Barack Obama. Although the majority 
of our students were not old enough to 
cast their votes in the real election, they 
were given an opportunity to express their 
voices through a mock election sponsored 
by the art classes. 

Students in Art II, III and IV classes 
organized the mock election to encourage 
the next generation of voters to exercise 
one of their most important rights as a 
responsible citizen. The art classes began 
the campaign by using their graphic design 
skills to create posters urging their peers 
to vote in the mock election. “It was fun 
to see the different ideas and designs the 
students came up with,” junior art student 
Amber Marks said. 


“I voted because the posters got my 
attention. They were informative and 
attractive,” junior Caitlin Thomas said.The 
posters were displayed in the hallway prior 
to election day. To ensure that the election 
was successful, the art classes got the 
message out to the potential voters during 
morning announcements. The polling 
booth, which was set up in the cafeteria, 
was decorated to attract attention. Art 
students created ballots, ballot boxes and 
“I Voted” stickers to simulate features of an 
actual polling place. Many students wore 
Obama or Bush shirts, hats and buttons 
to show support for the candidate of their 
choice. The results of the mock election 
mirrored the outcome of the actual one 
with Barack Obama emerging victorious. 

Prior to election day, government 
teacher, Mr. Edwards, encouraged 
students who were legally old enough 
to become registered voters so that they 
could participate in the election. ”He 
gave us extra credit for registering, but 
it made me feel like a responsible citizen. It 
was exciting being able to take part in this 
historical event,” senior Amanda 
Morris said.

The 
Japanese players seemed to be the best behaved 
group. 


An experience such as umpiring at the ultimate 
diamond event, the Little League World Series, 
can impact how a coach influences his own team. 
“Little things equal big things,” Mr. Baker said. This 
statement can be attributed to Mr. Baker’s coaching 
success and emphasizes that by paying attention to 
detail, great accomplishments can come into reach.

Essex Trojans vs. the Rappahannock Raiders. 
The Raiders jumped ahead early, gaining three 
runs in their first at bat. After earning two more 
runs, the defense stayed focused and strong 
throughout the entire game, allowing only two 
runs for the Trojans. When the Raiders stole 
the trophy from Essex, the regular season 
champs, the girls won the Northern Neck dis¬ 
trict tournament for the first time since 1996. 

Heading into the Region A tournament, the 
girls went up against the Mathews Blue Devils, 
a team that Rappahannock had already 
beaten. After leading 1-0 for the majority of the 
game, the Raiders soon hit a blue brick wall, 
losing 4-1. After a season which consisted of 
some unfortunate injuries and upsetting losses, 
clinching the trophy at the district tournament 
proved to be the highlight in the score book.

The 148 page book was published 
by Jostens Publishing Company in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina. The Crest had a pressrun of 200 copies and sold 
af$42,$47,and$55,dependingonthedateofpurchase. 






















The staff met after school on a regular basis 
throughout the year. Although strict deadlines, 
tedious editing and the pressure of maintaining 
a standard for excellence put the staff under 
a great deal of stress, the accomplishment of 
creating a quality product was worth the effort. 
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The custom-embossed cover was designed with 
Columbia Blue [#342] on Coco Brown [#521] with 
Linear-V grain. Printed on 100 lb gloss paper with 
a trim size of 7 3/4 X 10 1/2, the book was created 
using InDesign CS, Photoshop 8.0 and Jostens 
Yeartech software. Layouts were designed on the 
computer using the software, and all photos were 
digitally placed. Pages were submitted online using 
the Netfile Upload feature of Josten’s web page.
